W a r Wounds. 
Doctor Osier, the enemy of old men 
as he was once classified, says that 
the carnage from the present war is 
not so great as it seems. 
With 800 
wounded men in the hospital at Ox­ 
ford, only one death occurred, and that 
from lockjaw’. The doctor thinks that 
this war will establish a new* record 
for low’ rate of mortality from wounds. 
He attributes this to the antiseptic 
effects of high-speed bullets and to the 
efficiency of the field hospitals.

THE CROSS OF HONOR BESTOWED 


Lieqtenant Bernard and Private Mo* 
rand 
Narrate 
Thrilling 
Ex* 
perience in Escaping the 
German Army. 


Paris, Dec. a.—Lieutenant bernard 


and Private Morand ue .IoufTrey, the 


former promoted captain and deco­ 
rated with the cross of the Legion of 
Honor, the latter promoted second 
lieutenant and decorated 
with 
the 
military medal, succeeded in rejoin­ 
ing their corps after passing fifty- 
eight days within the enemy's lines. 
When the Twelfth company of the 
One Hundred and Fortieth regiment 
of infantry, commanded 
by 
Captain 
Blandin, found itself isolated from the 
rest of the regiment and surrounded 
bv the enemy in the center of a wood 
the evening of August 2G it numbered 
about 300 men a d 40 officers. 
They 
decided that und%. 
no circumstances 
would they surrenckr and at citee l>e- 
gan an effort to pl* rce the German 
lines. 
The company made a night attack 
upon the village of R— August 28 
and captured two barricades under a 
heavy fire. the advance guard losing 
half its number. 
Captain Blandin, 
wounded 
by 
a 
bullet in the thigh, had to be helped 
along by his men, but he would not 
give up. 
After scaling the second 
barricade the men found themselves 
before new defenses consisting of 
wire trellises from behind which the 
Germans poured a murderous fire in­ 
to them. The advance guard charged 
against it twice and was nearly an­ 
nihilated. 
The company now num­ 
bered IOO men. 
Notwithstanding the decimation of 
their ranks these survivors led by 
Captain Blandin made 
another 
ad­ 
vance of 500 yards. 
The men lie- 
sought Captain Blandin to allow them 
to carry him. 
'‘The safety of the company alone 
counts,” he replied to Lieutenant Ber­ 
nard. 
“Take command and ‘Forward, 
m arch!’ ” 
The men took a pathetic 
leave of the captain, who crawled in­ 
to a thicket as the remnant of the 
company pushed on. 
Time pressed 
more and more—the enemy growing 
in numbers hemmed them in closer 
and closer. 
They plunged into the 
forest of J — with only eighty men 
left. 
After vainly attacking a footbridge 
over the R— they finally forded the 
stream, then found a few' hours re­ 
spite in the depths of the forest. They 
resumed their march toward C— and 


against a new force of the en c-’

Exhausted by hunger and fa­ 
tigue their resistance 
became 
less 
and less vigorous and here they lost 
fifty-five men. 
The two officers and nineteen men 
that remained succeeded in fording

and bivouacked the 29th near 
a potato patch, which provided them 
a real meal.

Mechanical skill, as compared with 
untrained human force, pays a high 
rate of interest on the necessary in­ 
vestment. 
Untrained, unskilled man­ 
ual labor is the cheapest of all com- j 
mereial commodities. 
It is the raw 
material 
of 
the 
industrial world, 
being plentiful, is valued low. 
The 
disparity between the skilled and un­ 
skilled may be illustrated by the hod 
carrier and the brick masou. 
The 
former does the hardest kind of man­ 
ual labor, dangerous and dirty, and re­ 
ceives $2 a day; the latter, because 
of his mechanical skill, expends much 
less physical force and commands $5 
a day. 
A bar of crude iron worth 
$5 as the product of unskilled man­ 
ual labor is worth when converted 
by carefully trained mechanical skill 
into 
watch 
“hair” 
springs, 
worth 
$150,00, 
The foregoing illustration 
demon­ 
strates the range in value of yhysical 
training'—that of mental force has a 
far greater disparity. 
Skilled brain 
force surpasses in commercial value 
every other known commodity. 
The 
skilled lawyer can 
command 
fabu­ 
lous fees for his services—likewise 
the engineer, the architect, and many 
others of the mental artisans. 
The 
ratio of the values they can command 
are proportioned by their “ways of 
doing things.” 
The man content to 
do his task by common ways, using 
the rutted, time-worn methods of tens 
of thousands of others, is in compe­ 
tition with all those others—the man 
who evolves original and better meth­ 
ods is practically without competition. 
Mere 
manual 
farming—currying 
the soil by the methods in vogue dur­ 
ing the days of Abraham—is the com­ 
mon, cheap kind that returns but lit 
tie profit because w'orth but little. 
Skilled brain force applied to agricul­ 
ture will yield in proportion to its 
skill and judgment 
of 
application. 
The mechanical plowman 
can 
com­ 
mand from $15 to $20 a monte (which 
is often more than 
he 
is 
actually 
worth), while the skilled farm man­ 
ager receives as high as $200. 
Skilled mechanical force, directed 
by trained mental force, has ample 
room for application on the farm and 
will return a rich dividend of profit 
and pleasure on the investment. 
The different ways of doing things 
determine the worth 
of

doer, 
whether he be farmer or artisan.

Clean Sweep of Germans, A u strian s 
and Swiss Who Speak With Ger­ 
man A c c e n t— Flays and 


L o v a l Mottoes. 


London, Dee. 5.—“No Alien Enemies 
Employed in this Establishment,” is 
one of the signs now confronting Lon­ 
doners in the majority o: toe restau­ 
rants, tea shops and eating places of 
the middle and cheap grades. 
Some 
go even further and announce “No 
Alien 
Enemies 
are 
Employed 
or 
Served.” 
This is a triumph for the British 
Waiters’ Union. 
Before the war for­ 
eigners from the continent -monopol­ 
ized the waiters’ calling throughout 
England, except in a few of the old 
fashioned British establishments, par­ 
ticularly those in the heart of Lon­ 
don where an old guard of business 
men living up to the traditions of for­ 
mer generations remain faithful 
to 
their turtle soup, and beefsteaf and 
bottle of port, for their midday meal, 
and cling to famous old resorts which 
may have been clean and comfortable 
according to the standards of Dickens’ 
and Thackeray’s time, but would com­ 
mand the attention of the board of 
health in an American city. 
The staffs of the larger English ho­ 
tels, from the manager’s office to the 
kitchen, were manned by foreigners. 
Most of these hotels are owned by 
companies and the stockholders placed 
dividends before loyalty 
to British 
servants*, when British employes had 
been 
proven 
less 
profitable 
than 
aliens. 
Germans, Swiss and Italians 
had taken the hotel and restaurant 
business by storm. 
The British Waiter Union clamored 
for recognition vainly until the war. 
Then the newspapers took up its case, 
and there has resulted a clean sweep 
of Germans, Austrians, and of Swiss 
who si>eak with a German 
accent. 
The big hotels are too dignified to 
placard their windows with the signs 
that alien enemies are not. employed, 
but they make a more conspicuous and 
more diplomatic show of patriotism 
by covering their fronts with flags 
and loyal mottoes. 
The case of German restaurants, 
and shops which have professed to 
purvey genuine German foods 
and 
beers, is especially pathetic. 
One oi 
the latter, which has many branches 
in London, has filled its windows with 
signs that its sausages are made from 
British pork at its own factory in the 
North of England, and also makes an­ 
nouncements of its contributions to 
the Prince of Wales* Relief fund 
An­ 
other explains that the alien owners 
were bought out by British 
capital 
years ago, but the German name was 
retained to keep the old customers.

The attitude of the normal coach 
two years ago in obtaining the expul­ 
sion of Missouri Valley college from 
the association, because a profession­ 
al baseball player was found on the 
Valley team and his strenuous objec­ 
tions to the readmission of the school 
after the M. V. C. coach and guilty 
players had been banished by the 
school, will stand much in the way of 
his own return to the conference at 
this time, it is believed by Drury

his home in Sedalia, and resume the 
practice of law in partnership with 
his son, Donald Lamm, and John D. 
Bohling. 


Judge Lamm declined a renomina­ 
tion last August. 
Judge Lamm’s humor, his famiPari 
ty with the best literature, including 
the Bible, which he frequently quotes; 
his legal learning, and hill keen sense 
of justice, as manifested in hir de­ 
cisions, have won for him, lawyers 
say, an enviable position in the ju­ 
diciary of the country. 
Lawyers say 
that his decisions have attracted the 
attention of the bench and bar all 
over the United States, and that his 
decisions are widely used in the law 
schools. 


Appointments of importance 
have 
been suggested to him, but he pushes 
them aside with the Statement that he ’ 
has reached the age w’hen he should 
quit public life and retire to private 
practice.
